SAIGON, South Viet Nam, 
April 29 (AP)—Premier Ngo 
Dinh Diem claimed victory in 
bloody civil strife today and de- 
fied the authority of Chief of 
State Bao Dai to remove him. 


Diem's American-backed gov- 


ernment, in the second day of 
a showdown battle with the 


Binh Xuyen society, said the 
Premier was “indispensable” to 
the country. Despite the victo- 
ry claim, fighting which had 
caused casualties of perhaps 
1000 killed or wounded contin- 
ued in the area between Saigon 
and its Chinese suburb of Cho- 
lon. One clash flared only four 
blocks from the United States 
Embassy. Raging fires made 
thousands of persons homeless. 

The government said its shock 
troops had blasted the last of 
the Binh Xuyen from their lone 
remaining stronghold guarding 
approaches to the society’s head- 
quarters in Cholon. The build- 
ing was reported ablaze from na- 
tionalist artillery. 


Summoned by Bao Dal. 


Bao Dai, who lives on the 
French Riviera, summoned Diem 
to confer with him there by next 
Tuesday. This was regarded ay 
virtual dismissal for Diem. Bao 
Dai also ordered military au- 
thority transferred from Gen. 
Le Van Ty, who as army chief 
of staff is directing the war 
against the Binh Xuyen, to Gen. 
Nguyen Van Vy, a French-sup- 
ported general opposed to Diem. 

Diem’s cabinet issued a com- 
munique saying:

In Paris, the French Govern- 
ment, which has been seeking 
Diem's replacement for some 
time, apparently was supporting 
Bao Dai in his efforts to get 
Diem out of Viet Nam. Premier 
Faure told a press. conference 
it was evident Diem’s vern- 
ment was no longer equal to 
its tasks. 

Three high ranking generals 
of the Cao Dai and Hoa Hao re- 
ligious sects vowed not to recog- 
nize Gen. Vy as military chief. 
They described him as a tool of 
the French. The generals accused 
“French colonialists“ of order- 
ing Bao Dai to destroy the na- 
tional army. The generals’ state- 
ment was in a proclamation re- 
leased by Diem's office. They

WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP) 
—The United States gave notice 
today it continues to support 
Premier Ngo Dinh Diem’s Viet 
Nam government which is fight- 
ing a rebellion by the Binh 
Xuyen society in Saigon. 

The State Department said 
this officially in commenting on 
French Premier Edgar Faure's 
statement that France believes 
Diem is no longer equal to the 
task of governing the non-Com- 
munist state.

The statement was made only 
a few hours after special Am- 
bassador Gen, J. Lawton Col- 
lins left by plane to hurry back 
to Saigon from conferences here. 

Indefinite About Bao Dai. 

Suydam declined to say 
whether the United States rec- 
ognizes Bao Dai, Viet Nam chief 
of state, whose orders Diem has 
defied. , 

The American government, 

Suydam said, recognizes the 
state of Viet Nam—‘it does not 
recognize individuals.” 
- Suydam conceded that Bao 
Dai, who is residing on the 
French Riviera, is chief of state 
for Viet Nam. But he declined 
to answer a direct question on 
whether the State Department 
“continues to recognize him.” 

In reaffirming support for 
Diem’s government Suydam 
spelled it out: “The present head 
of the present government of 
free Viet Nam whose govern- 
ment we are supporting is 
Diem.“ 

He declined to say whether 
the United States would recog- 
nize some other premier if Bao 
Dai suddenly dismissed. Diem 
and named a successor more ac- 
ceptable to opposition groups. 

“I can’t answer a hypothetical 
question,” he said. 

He said the question might not 
be “so hypothetical” in view of 
Diem’s refusal to report to 
France for consultations with 
Bao Dai.

NEW LAW DUE ON 
DOMESTIC HELP 


Deadline Tomorrow for 
Returns on All Earn- 
ing $50 or More Dur- 
ing Quarter. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP) 
Tomorrow is the first deadline 
for something like a million of 
Uncle Sam’s new tax collectors 
—the householders who pay a 
domestic helper an average of $4 
a week or more. ' 

The new Social Security law 
that went into effect Jan. 1 qual- 
ified domestic help for social se- 
curity if they make $50 a quar-' 
ter, or more, from any one em- 
ployer. That figures out to about 
$4 a week. In the past, such 
helpers were covered by social 
security if they worked 24 days 
for a single employer in a quar- 


ter. 
Teen-Agers Included. 

The householder is required to 
make the social security pay- 
ments, and the first one is due 
no later than tomorrow. 

Payments are due for any help 
around the house who earned as 
much as $50 during January, 
February and March, including a 
baby sitter, maid, handyman, 
laundress, cook, housekeeper, 
gardener, janitor, furnacéman, 
governess, valet, butler, chauf- 
feur or other help. 

The law puts the entire re- 
sponsibility for making the tax 
payment on the householder em- 
ployer. It makes no difference 
if the domestic does not want to 
join in Social Security. Nor does 
age make any difference — the 
teen-age paby sitter is qualified. 

The Government estimates 
about 1,000,000 householders 
may be affected. 

What Employer Must Do. 

Here is what the law requires 
the householder to do: 

1. Deduct 2 per cent of the 
employe’s cash wages. 

2. Add another 2 per cent 
from your own pocket. (If 
you prefer, you may pay the 
entire 4 per cent, deducting 
none from your employe’s 
wages.) 

3. Get from your local In- 
ternal Revenue or Social Se- 
curity office a form—which 
is an envelope — called Em- 
ployer’s Quarterly Tax Return 
for Household Employes.” 
You fill this in and mail it 
with the 4 per cent tax to 
your district director of In- 
ternal Revenue. He then puts 
you on a mailing list, and 
sends you a form near the end 
of each quarter. 

4. At the end of the calen- 
dar year, give your employe 
an accounting in writing, of 
Social Security ‘payments for 
him during the year. 

Due Last Day of Quarter. 

The payments are due no 
later than the last day of the 
month following the end of 
each quarter, that is, the last 
day of April, July, October, and 
January. 

Each report is for a calendar 
quarter, and payments are made 
on that basis only. Only wages 
that add up at least $50 within 
a quarter edunt. 

The employe is not required 
to do anything, except to allow! 
the 2 per cent deduction from 
his wages. 

The Revenue Service says em- 
ployers who forget to carry out 
their new duties under Social 
Security are subject to a penalty 
of 5 per cent a month of the 
tax due, up to 25 per cent, plus 
interest as 6 per cent. 

Employers who willfully neg- 
lect to file and pay are subject 
to fines up to $10,000, or to a 
prison term up to one year, or 
both, according to the revenue

ED CHINA'S apparent willingness to negotiate with the 
United States, the concern over Communist colonialism and

The W Post & Times 
Herald—From the standpoint of 
immediate Western interests the 
Afro-Asian conference at Ban- 
dung turned out a good bit bet- 
ter than some officials here had 
expected. Red China, to be 
sure, dominated the closing ses- 
sion with Chou En-lai’s sirupy 
talk of coexistence and his offer 
to negotiate differences with the 
United tes. But previously 
Chou been put on the de- 
fensive, and some of the uncom- 
mitted. nations such as Ceylon 
showed that they are not taken 
in by Communist blandishments. 

Perhaps it was this tiff that 
prevented the conference from 


settling on any central theme of | China 
rnism. 


anti-Weste Most of the 
resolutions are innocuous, and 
some of them are quite construc- 
tive. The 10-point statement of 
international principles, plus the 
other expressions of support for 
the United Nations, for racial 
equality, for economic develop- 
ment and for disarmament, all 
are to be welcomed. 

The generalism of these dec- 
larations emphasizes the essen- 
tial diversity of the nations that 
made up the conference; but if 
the West is wise, it will also see 
in the resolutions a reminder 
of the necessity for a sympa- 
thetic attitude toward change. 

From a longer-range point of 
view, however,’ perhaps the most 
significant development at Ban- 
dung was the relative eelipse of 
India. Prime Minister Nehru, 
for his own reasons, had been 
one of the sponsors; yet his own 
role was unconvincing. This 
could be a bad thing, whatever 
the momentary satisfactions on 
the part of those who dislike 
Mr. Nehru’s self-righteousness. 
For India and China are essen- 
tially rivals for the allegiance of 
free Asia. Anything that di- 
minishes Indian leadership tends 
to strengthen the Chinese mag- 
netism.

If Chou is in earnest, if in his 
references to the liberation of 
Formosa at the closing session 
in Bandung he did not mean to 
revoke the offer he extended 
earlier, he can easily prove it. 
He need only accept the invita- 
tion already extended by the 
United Nations Security Council 
to discuss a cease-fire. The re- 
lease of American prisoners ille- 
gally held in Red China, would 
be a natural accompaniment of 
any real effort to bring about a 
settlement.

Bandung conference has come 
and gone. And to the surprise 
of most Americans, it turned 
out not to be an easy occasion 
for uniting African and Asian 
opinion against the United 
States.

Bricker Comes Back 
The Bricker Amendment appears to have less 
chance of acceptance this year than last. Senator 


George of Georgia, Democratic chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Committee, says this 
proposal to limit the presidential treaty-making 
powers will get nowhere without a compromise 
between the Eisenhower and Bricker factions of 
the Republican party. And, unlike last year, he 
does not propose to offer a compromise. 


So the prospect is that this revolutionary - 


change in the constitutional separation of powers 
will fade away with a whimper instead of being 


blown to bits with a bang. If so, the credit will 


go to Democrats instead of to the White House. 
Since it is primarily the President’s duty to 
transmit intact to his successors the powers trans- 
mitted to him by his predecessors, Missouri's 
Senator Hennings was justified in asking Mr. 
Eisenhower to issue a “clear, precise and un- 
equivocal” denunciation of the scheme. 

The President did say that he stands this year 
where he stood last year. (Then he said that he 
would not accept the amendment in its original 
form but that he would consider a prohibition 
of treaties contrary to the Constitution.) 

More disappointing was the White House deci- 
sion not to let Administration leaders—especial- 
ly Secretary of State Dulles—appear against the 
amendment at this time. Does.the Administra- 
tion so fear divisions in its own party that it 
leaves the fight for presidential prerogatives to 
the Democrats? 

Senator Hennings last year led the fight which 
ended in rejection of the main section of the 
amendment. The George substitute missed sub- 
mission to the states by only one vote. This was 
a close call. Matters might not have been nearly 
so bad had the White House, instead of showing 
interest in changes and modifications, sent firm 
word that there was no excuse for this constitu- 
tional tinkering. 

This year’s. version of the amendment again 
provides that agreements with other nations shall 
be effective as “internal law” only if accepted by 
a majority vote of each house of Congress. This 
goes gravely far beyond the requirement of sen- 
atorial ratification of treaties. It makes all agree- 
ments matters of domestic legislation. 

Slow and cumbersome, it would leave the 
President and his representatives without a 
meaningful voice in negotiations with other gov- 
ernments. If other governments deemed an 
agreement with the United States essential, they 
might seek a way of negotiating with a congres- 
sional committee. 

The motives for this attempted perversion of 
the Constitution are no ‘secret. Senator Bricker 
and like-minded men just do not believe that 
the United States should act in concert with 
other governments. They are even against mem- 
bership in the United Nations. 

On this the Eisenhower Administration should 
be clear as well as firm: No compromise. No 
useless face-saving substitute. 
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Reassurance on Salk Vaccine 

Surgeon General Leonard Scheele, head of 
the United States Public Health Service, has a 
personal answer to the disquieting news that 
about a score of children inoculated with Salk 
vaccine have been stricken with polio. The Sur- 
geon General’s own 7-year-old son will be inocu- 
lated soon. 

Undoubtedly the country’s very elation at the 
announcement that the vaccine was safe, sound 
and ready prepared the public for some alarm 
if anything went wrong. Great expectations sud- 
denly aroused are too easily dashed. For that 
reason medical science can be permitted few 
mistakes with the polio vaccine. 

But state and federal health services and 
physicians are doing their best to reassure the 
public. The vaccine used for the stricken children 
in the West came from one of the six com- 
panies licensed for the difficult task of mass 
manufacture. Further use of that firm’s product 
has been stopped pending exhaustive tests. 

So far science is far from certain whether the 
vaccine itself was at fault, or whether the chil- 


dren were developing polio before they were 


inoculated. Meanwhile thousands upon thousands 
of other children are being treated successfully. 
The high confidence with which the nation 
greeted Dr. Salk’s discovery should not become 
fragile in the absence of scientific evidence 
against it. In this complex realm of science, 
the layman is almost obliged to accept the word 
of the scientists. And the word of our public 
health leaders is that there is no cause for alarm. 
Now the public must ask of itself that same pa- 
tience which underlies all scientific research. 
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In the World of Ideas

Poli- 
tielans of a certain party persuasion may prefer 
to forget the era of Ickes and Wallace, Tugwell 
and Moley, Perkins and Lilienthal, Corcoran and 
Cohen, Landis and Henderson, byt the historians 
are certain to see that those momentous years 
and their achievements are illuminated with the 
light of perspective. 

This was underscored at the opening session 
of the Mississippi Valley Historical Association, 
meeting this week in Hotel Jefferson. Two 
exceedingly competent historian-librarians—Her- 
man Kahn of the Roosevelt Library of Hyde 
Park, New York, and Robert Burke of the Ban- 
croft Library, University of.California—discussed 
the coming of the New Deal, its establishment 
and its break-up. 

Mr. Kahn sought for the common denominator 
in a group that included business men, college 
teachers, journalists, statisticians, economists, 
lawyers, social workers and engineers. He found 
it in the fact that “all were at home in the world 
of ideas.” They were, said Mr. Kahn, “accus- 
tomed to. dealing with abstract concepts and 
they did not hesitate to entertain new concepts 
and new approaches in any field.” A major con- 
tribution of the New Deal was to assemble in 
Washington public officials and employes who 
no longer fitted the stereotype of the “plodding 
Washington chairwarmer.” 

Mr. Burke’s contribution to the discussion was 
to present the story of the Roosevelt court plan 
and other miscues that brought on the setbacks 
of 1937-38, but he, too, recognized fully the in- 
tellectual stimulus to the business of govern- 
ment. William Leuchtenberg of Columbia Uni- 
versity, in comment, strongly emphasized that 
the New Deal was much more than a lot of 
laws, however important the laws were. 

All the speakers refrained from relating the 
New Deal emphasis on men of ideas to present- 
day Washington. Historians usually leave it to 
others to draw the lessons. Be that as it may,

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On the Losing Side in Saigon? 
The outbreak of fighting in South Viet Nam 
apparently represents a test of power that had 
to come. The American-backed Premier Ngo 
Dinh Diem has occupied a steadily worsening 
situation for some time. His Government had 
deen virtually paralyzed by the opposition of the 
religious sects and other private societies which 
function almost as private governments. 

One of those societies, the Binh Xuyen, even 
controlled the Saigon police. Premier Diem faced 
the practical choice of either breaking that con- 


trol or in effect turning over his Government to 


the rebels. He chose to try to take over police 
control. So his Government's future, and with it 
perhaps the future of South Viet Nam, hangs on 
the outcome of civil war. 

Unfortunately Premier Diem, from all ac- 
counts, is not in the best position to gamble on 
the test of arms. Despite strong support of him 
by the United States, he lacks popular backing. 

When Secretary Dulles returned from his last 
trip to the Far East early in „ he told the 
nation and the world how deeply he 
impressed by Premier Diem. “He is 
triot,” said Mr. Dulles, “dedicated to independ- 
ence and to the enjoyment by his people of 
political and religious freedoms. 


which the United States is giving.” 

But the question was, did it deserve and could 
it earn the support of the Viet Namese people? 
Premier Diem appeals to the West as a Chris- 
tian, but that appeal may lack force among 
Buddhists. He is dedicated to Western ideals, 
but having spent much of his life abroad he 
may have lacked touch with the people he sought 
to rule. 

A month after Secretary Dulles gave him a 
public vote of confidence, the Post-Dispatch mili- 
tary analyst was reporting from Washington: “It 
is generally admitted now in official circles that 
the United States backed the wrong man and 
that the situation in South Viet Nam has deterior- 
ated beyond the point of recovery.” | 

Perhaps the situation is not that bad, but ob- 
viously it is not good. Remembering Syngman 
Rhee and Chiang Kai-shek, two other patriots 
who enjoyed strong United States support yet 
something less than united support of their peo- 
ple, Americans may well ask themselves why 
their power and prestige so often seems to wind 
up on the losing side in Asia. 
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G. O. P. Primitives Go All Out 

It is most reassuring to have Senator Capehart 
say that a majority of the Republican Senators 
is supporting President Eisenhower in his stand 
with Secretary Dulles and Chairman George of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee for a 
meeting with the Chinese Communists. 

This announcement by the Indiana Republican 


goes far to offset the bitter attack of his col- 


league, Senator Jenner, on the Administration 
position as a “surrender.” Senator Jenner, who 
rode to a second term on Mr. Eisenhower’s coat- 
tails in 1952, has even introduced a resolution to 
forbid the Eisenhower Administration to par- 
ticipate in such a conference. His cohort, 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, speaking of the 
airmen held in Red China, says these Americans 
would not be “abandoned if Eisenhower was 
alive.” This remark is so contemptible as to be 
beneath comment. 

McCarthy, Jenner, Bridges of New Hampshire 
—these and their last-ditch band speak for them- 
selves and few others. What is needed is a 
series of declarations from G.O.P: Senators such 
as the statement Senator Capehart has just 
made. The Eisenhower position on this issue is 
the country’s position no matter what the primi- 
tives in the President’s party say or do. 
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Improving Police Protection 

The Police Board has described its sweeping 
reshuffle of commanders in each of the 12 dis- 
tricts as a step toward more efficient service, 
and perhaps it may be. But it remains to be’ 
seen whether this realignment or even the crea- 
tion of another “mobile unit” of uniformed 
officers from within the department’s present 
strength will do much in the long run to halt 
the rising crime rate in St. Louis. 

Manpower is the basic ingredient of police 
protection. The size of the St. Louis department 
is controlled by the Missouri Legislature, and 
the force has been held at its current strength 
of 1915 officers since the middle 1930s. If more 
policemen are necessary, this is the time to get 
them. ’ 

“A bill now pending in the Legislature would 
permit the department to add 95 more patrol- 
men to its roster. How much support it has is a 
question, but if it is to be passed it will have to 
be acted upon soon. The Legislative session will 
come to an end inside of five- weeks; the law- 
makers will not be back on the job until Janu- 
ary 1957. 

That would leave a 19-month gap during which 
St. Louis could not hire another police officer 
above authorized strength even if it were abso- 
lutely necessary. Under the circumstances, the 
Police Board might be prudent to support the 
pending measure for the additional 95 men. With 
such a legislative authorization in hand it could 
add the extra men when and if necessary, and 
that is an advantage worth enjoying. 
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Miss Varrelman Retires 

Miss Lillian Varrelman is retiring after 51 
years of teaching at Garfield public school— 
and her pension will de $98.51 a month. 

Miss Varrelman, as Clarissa Start ably re- 
ported in the Everyday Magazine, regards her 
years as a teacher with pride. She believes chil- 
dren may be harder to discipline now than they 
used to be, but she also retains her belief in 
the essential goodness of children. She is con- 
cerned about crowded classrooms, but not wor- 
ried by “new-fangled” theories of education. She 
considers the teachers to be “very fine.” 

Coming from a veteran educator, this is a 
sound estimate of public educdtion, and a gen- 


--erous one, Now what can be said of the generos- 


ity with which the public treats its veteran 
educators? 

Last month the Missouri House killed a bill 
to improve the retirement system which St. 
Louis teachers support with their own contribu- 
tions from modest salaries. The St. Louis legis- 
lators were thoroughly split on the measure, and 
thus doomed it.. Twenty-eight legislators merely 
voted “present.” 

Thus the city may greet the retirement of 
Miss Varrelman: fifty-one years of teaching, a 
pension of $98.51 a month, and no complaint. St. 
Louis can thank its lucky stars for such teach- 
ers. But in the absence of more responsible civic 


treatment of teachers, those lucky stars may not 


shine forever.

Leaving to one side the unquestion- 
able fact that fears for the future of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority have a 
bearing on the views of the objectors, 
and the fact ‘that the Democratic party 
is using the question for political ad- 
vantage, this is à purchase contract for 
payment of more than $500,000,000 in 
tax money for electricity ($20,000,000 
a year for 25 years—and then the plant 
goes to the company). 

The very size of the purohase de- 
mands close examination on its own 
merits and demerits.. For your account 
to lump this examination as “hot air” is 
a disservice to the public interest. 


Your account tells of an earlier Dixon 
offer to sell power to TVA, without say- 
ing what his price was, or how very 
much higher it was than cost of other 
power to TVA, or how high this price 
was in comparison with prices offered 
by Mr. Dixon a few months later, or the 
price now mentioned after the spotlight 
was turned on. 


Two Admit ‘Guaranteed Profits’ 


Your account says the Dixon-Yates 
deal obtained approval of all present 
members of the AEC. The record shows 
only two members of a five-member 
board approved and that one of them 
has since attacked it, saying he only 
approved in the hope of getting AEC 
back to the dtom business and away 


from the power-brokerage business. 


(There was one neutral member, one 
unconfirmed appointment and one va- 
cancy at the time of the vote.) 


You say. the Federal Power Commis- 
sion approved without mentioning that 
this action was taken over the strong 
opposition of the head of FPC’s Bureau 
of Accounts, Finance and Rates—the 
very man most likely to understand what 
the contract says. 

You say the General Accounting Of- 
fiee approved. You do not record that 
the GAO appeared before the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy in violent 
— which resulted in partial modifi- 
cations. 


You put negotiation for power at Pa- 
ducah and Portsmouth, when the war 
situation demanded more atomic plant 
production at any cost, on the same 
basis as negotiation for West Memphis 
power, after the war situation had 
calmed. 

You explore timidly the “guaranteed 


profit” angle of Dixon-Yates, without 
mentioning the fact that two former 
high officials of Mr. Dixon’s companies 
have said for publication that the com- 
pany is guaranteed against loss. 

There is nothing in your “complete 
picture” to indicate that one interpreta- 
tion of a clause in this contract requires 
the AEC to pay the full price of power 
even though the plant produces none. 


Neither is there any hint of the con- 
tract clauses which give the Dixon 
compa@hy the chance to take power it 
is selling to the Government at 3.99 
mills for its own use at 1.863 mills, un- 
der terms which could mean as much 
as $12,000,000 a year profit to the Dixon 
companies. These figures have been 
published, without challenge, by Walter 
von Tresekow, who is biased to be sure 
(because he wanted to bid but was 
brushed off), but an experienced man in 
electricity and finance nonetheless. 


About an ‘Informative Story’ 


Your “informative story” mentions the 
tax clause, without saying that the Dix- 
on-Yates proposal was so far out of line 
with precedent in years of government 
purchase contracts that the United 
States Senate adopted special legislation 
to bring it back into line. 

You de not mention the many ad- 
justments” made in favor of the Gov- 
ernment after objectors such as the 
New York Times, St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, Milwaukee Journal and The 
Commercial Appeal brought the deal be- 
fore the public. 


We further object to this “complete 
account” leaving out the announcement

necessary. This one fact removes the 
whole objective of the Dixon-Yates deal. 
It has a place in any fair summary of 
this situation.

China’s Art and Western Trade. 


“In the nearly 300 years of 
the T’ang dynasty,” Blackmer 
explained, “Chinese art reached 
a peak because of the stable gov- 
ernment and long era of peace, 
and also because China then en- 
joyed steady contact with the 
West through the silk routes. 
“By contrast, five unstable 
dynasties came and went from 
907 to 960, and before the T’ang 
era there were six comparatively 
short-lived dynasties and also 
the Sui dynasty.”

The Bach Festival continued 
last night with a concert made 
up of the composer’s seldom- 
heard “Musical Offering” suite 
and Easter Cantata 134. Several 


hundred persons heard the per- 


formance at Sheldon Memorial 
and received it with enthusiasm. 


“The Musical Offering,” dated 
1747 and one of the very last 
writings of Bach, was played in 
full by the Ancient Instruments 
Ensemble, augmented and di- 
rected by Jerome Rosen. The 
music, which took an hour to 
play, kept itself alive by its 
intrinsic inventiveness. 

Bach took a theme written by 
Frederick the Great and gave 
it 13 treatments, employing 
various combinations of instru- 
ments, The ricercars, canons 
and the trio sonata were per- 
formed last night by the intend- 
ed instrumental combinations. 
As the theme went from the 
simple to the adorned, was 
heard in double octaves, unison, 
contrary motion and as it would 
be reflected in a mirror, one 
could only marvel, at the cap- 
abilities of the great Bach. The 
playing didn’t have to be com- 
pletely cohesive, nor did sonor- 
ities of the more unfamiliar 
combinations of instruments 
have to be entirely arresting.

“The matter of adequate com- 
pensation for state officials and 
employes is, of course, one of 
concesn,” Donnelly said.

Recalling that in his message 
to the General Assembly when 
it convened last January he had 
recommended that the Legisla- 
ture give serious study to a gen- 
eral over-all adjustment of state 
salaries in the interests of elim- 
inating inequalities and improv- 
ing efficiency as well as the 
morale of employes, Donnelly 
said: 

“I remain of the opinion 
that such study should have 
been made by this General As- 
sembly before passing for 
the special benefit of individual 
officers or employes. The re- 
sult of the omission to * 
such study will be continuation 
of glaring inequalities in the 
compensation of large numbers 
of our state officials and em- 
ployes. 

Notes Existing 

“Such a situation at present 
exists between a number of 
state personnel having execu- 
tive functions to perform and 
others having only ministerial 
duties to be performed under 
the supervision of superintend- 
ing authority. 

“This bill would serve to con- 
tinue and, perhaps, aggravate 
the existing problem, the solu- 
tion of which, in my 
lies only in car study and 
will not be aq dy in- 
dividual, unrelated pay in- 
crease bills.” 

It was the second such salary 
increase bill vetoed by Don- 
nelly so far this session. The 
first was one which would have 
increased the salary of Anthony 
J. Denny, St. Louis Reeorder of 
Deeds, from $6000 to $10,000 a 
year. | 

Donnelly approved a bill 
which would regulate the grad- 
ing and sale of eggs.

WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP) 


" —The Air Force said yesterday 


it would avoid both coasts, and 
existing industrial concentra-

Secretary Harold Talbott told 
reporters that he has “no idea of 
decreasing aircraft activity, con- 
tracts or employment on the 
West Coast,” but added that the 
Air Force wants “further expan- 
sion or duplication of products 
to be moved, probably to the 
Middle West.” 

After saying that this policy 
applies to the East as well as the 
West Coast, Talbott said: “If we 
were being attacked by Russian 
bombers I would rather be in 
St. Louis than in Seattle, Wash., 
or Hartford, Conn.“ 

He took the stand that the pol- 
icy of dispersion is ally 
wiser as well as strategically 
safer. He said no section sr uld 
be too dependent on any single 
military production activity. 

As an example, he said 185,000 
people in the greater Los An- 
geles area work for aircraft com- 
panies, an increase of 8000 since 
last October. Talbott explained 
he has “no idea of trying to re- 
duce aircraft activity in Los 
Angeles or anywhere along the 
West Coast, but we don’t want 
it expanded.” 

Talbott said heavily congested 
industrial areas anywhere in the 
country also will be avoided. 

“We certainly are not going to 
put any new, big plant in De- 
troit,” he said.

Notes on Outside Painting. 


AST year a friend of ours 
set out to his house. 
Some weeks later the job was 
finished and we had to tell him 
man to man that the place 
looked better before he started 


the foundations. There was paint 


on the black asphalt shingles, 
paint on some of the red brick 
around the front door and paint 
on the concrete masonry block 
foundation. Of course, there was 
still plenty of paint on most of 
the window glass and that paint, 
along with most of the rest, is 
Still here. There is even some 
paint on the shrubs and bushes. 

It’s just as. important to be 
eareful where the paint goes 
when you paint outdoors as for 
indoor painting. Surfaces such 
as roof shingles and masonry 
are very porous. If you by acci- 
dent get paint on these surfaces, 
go right after it with turpentine 
or a solvent. If you wait — the 
paint will soak into the material 
and then it’s there to stay. The 
best solution is to be careful and 
not splatter the paint around. 

Shrubs and bushes get a lot 
of paint spilled on them and the 
best remedy here is to cover 
them with a drop cloth—heavy 
building paper does just fine for 
this job. Masking tape, a metal 
guard plate, a sash brush and 
care will help avoid getting paint 
on window glass. 

You may find that after a wall 
has been painted and is dry, it’s 
necessary to put your ladder up 
against it to get the trim around 
windows. If you do, put some 
clean covering on the top ends 
of the ladder so that they won't 
leave nasty looking marks on

Spinal Anesthetics

ESPITE the advantages that some surgeons and anes- 
thetists think spinal anesthesia has for operations below 


the diaphragm, many patients are scared of it. a 


Drs, Robert D. Dripps and Leroy D. Vandam, anes- 
thesia experts of the Uni- 
versity of 
hospital, decided to check 
on the after-effects, if any, 
from spinal anesthesia: 
They looked up the rec- 
ords on 8460 patients in 
their own hospital who had 
received 10,098 spinal én- 
esthetics during à four- 
year period. If it were 
likely to cause paralysis, 


‘ae ' that many would show it. 
DR. SHEPHERD The doctors sent out 
questionnaires to all these people six months after. they had 
their spinal anesthetic., Those who had symptoms were re- 
examined and followed up for a year or more. 
: > a> Bye: 

THE RESULTS? No one had suffered paralysis or per- 

manent symptoms from the spinal anesthetic. At first it 


seemed that one person had. When checked into by re- 


examination, this person had a tumor of the spinal cord 
causing the symptoms. 

That brings up the most-confusing thing to physicians 
about spinal anesthesia. People blame anything that hap- 
pens later, even years later, on the spinal needling and anes- 
thesia. Physicians know this is nonsense. If damage was 
done to the spinal cord nerves by the anesthetic or needle, it 
would show up right away. But try to convince someone 
with ordinary acute sciatica that the spinal anesthetic he 
‘fd several years ago isn’t somehow to blame. 

It is just this sort of thinking that has given spinal 
anesthetics a false notoriety. People can have deep, lengthy 
general anesthetics without ever blaming them for later 
faulty memory, headaches, or some other symptom. That 
would be nonsense, too, but no more so than blaming the 
spinal for a symptom that develops weeks or months later. 

i Ae 

IN A WORD, this critical study shows that spinal anes- 
thesia is entirely safe in skilled hands. It won't cause pa- 
ralysis of the lower half of the body. It won't produce crip- 
pling or other permanent symptoms. 

The cause of one temporary symptom—headache—right 
after the spinal has been discoveréd. A large-bore needle 
causes more headache than à smaller one. Why? The spinal 
fluid may leak through the hole left by the larger needle, 
reducing spinal fluid pressure enough to produce headache. 
The headache disppears when the leak seals over and 
the body makes more fluid to restore the pressure. | 

Using a needle with a smaller bore prevents such a tem- 
porary leak in the first place. It cuts the occurrence of 
headache after a spinal to one third, from one person in 
five to one person in 16 having headache. 

Fewer than one person in 100 after spinals have such 
symptoms as tingling or numbness in the thighs, legs or 
feet. Even those few who had such symptoms found they 
entirely disappeared in time. 

Just because people tend to blame the spinal anesthetic 
for any symptoms that later develop, doctors are reluctant 
to urge this safer anesthetic. They won't use it at all in 
people who already have some nervous-system disease that 
might later produce symptoms that could be blamed on the 
anesthetic.

Many Scientists Had Doubts but Finally Approved Vaccine’ s Use After Months of Study

Sixth and last in a series on 
the fight against polio. 

HE Salk polio vaccine trials 

of 1954 almost stopped be- 

fore they began. A group of 

conscientious scientists huddled 


“to make sure the vaccine was 


safe — for some had. raised 
doubts. Delay after delay threat- 
ened disaster to the 54 trial, 
National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis officials still 
talked on Jan. 1, 1954, of a Feb- 
ruary to the nation-wide 
tests. Po virus for vaccine- 
ing was being grown by Dr. 
Jonas Salk and, in even greater 
quantities, by the Connaught 


laboratories of the University of 


Toronto in Canada. Five com- 
panies were hurrying to start 
vaccine production, attempting 
to go from test tubes and lab 
flasks to giant drug-making 
kettles. ä 


The time was short, but the 
original plans were under criti- 
cism. Some children would get 
dummy shots, instead of real 
vaccine, for better assessment of 
the vaccine’s results. Which got 
which ‘would be known only to 


one man—Dr. Thomas Francis, 


chief of epidemiology at the 
University of Michigan school 
of public health, and Jonas 
Salk’s old teacher. 


Not every epidemiologist in 
the country was eager to do the 
mass test’s evaluatiqn. Reached 
by overseas phone in London, 
England, Dr. Francis said yes, 
providing the tests met several 
conditions. The foundation set 
a new V-day target date: late 
March or early April. The de- 
lay was dangerous. Vaccine tests 
had to stop when polio seasons 
began, atherwise the vaccine 
might be blamed for normal 
cases. Too late a start could 
mean too few children tested. 

Not until mid-March did the 
first successful batch come out 
of the vats at Parke, Davis & 
Co. in Detroit, Mich. “The first 
batch didn’t pass, but the sec- 
ond one did,” one man remem- 
bers. Dr. G. Foard McGinnes 
of the polio foundation staff 
caught a plane to Pittsburgh and 
Dr. Salk’s lab, the first vials of 
commercially - produced vaccine 
on the seat beside him. 


The following Monday after- 
noon—March 22—Dr. McGinnes 
got a call from the National In- 
stitute of Health, branch of the 
United States Public Health 
Service in Washington. “They 
were quite disturbed.” This 
agency—the NIH—had agreed 
to be one of three laboratories 
independently safety - testing 
each batch of test vaccine. The 
other two: the manufacturer’s 
and Dr. Salk’s. 


Each batch had to be scruti- 
nized in test tubes, mice, rabbits 
and monkeys. Each monkey had 
to be sacrificed after a time, and

But now, said the men of the 
NIH, they were what 
they believed to be polio lesions 
— signs of polio damage — in

Dr. MeGinnes called Dr. W. H. 
Sebrell Jr., head of the NIH, 
and arranged for an immediate 
conference. Dr. Salk by. early 
March had vaccinated a total of 
5320 Pittsburgh area youngsters 
with his own vaccine, and on 
March 22 had begun to test a 
final 5000 or so with commercial 
vaccine. He immediately 
stopped. a

ence than anyone in examining 
polio-stricken monkeys’ brains, 
and had written the specifica- 
tions for this part of the test.

“Go ahead.” Dr. Sebrell issued 
a strong supporting statement.

26, 1954, Randy Kerr, 6 years 
old, of Fairfax county, Va., 
became the first child to partici- 
pate in the nation-wide trial. It 
quickly became christened “the 
shot heard around the world.” 
It was the beginning of the 
greatest experiment of its kind 
in medical history. 

In the next weeks 650,000 
children received three shots 
each. Of these, 440,000 got ac- 
tual vaccine, somewhat below the 
half-million originally hoped for. 
The rest got the dummy shots 
for scientific comparison. 

Another 1,080,000 school child- 
ren were recorded as uninjected 
controls for later comparison— 
both by blood studies and rate 


of disease 
In October 1954, O’Connor de- 


cided on a final gamble — a 
$9,000,000 order to six drug com- 
panies to start stockpiling Salk 
vaccine so it would be ready for 
1955 use if the evaluation were 
favorable. 

“Tf we did not do this,” he 
explained very simply, “we 
would have to wait until 1956.” 

He decided this despite the 
fact that the polio foundation 
had been running in the red, 
March of Dimes collections top- 
ping $51,000,000 in 1953 and 854. 


000,000 in January 1954 had been 


drained rapidly by experiment 
and disease: A $2,000,000 debt to 


the nation’s hospitals for patients’ 


bills had been cleaned up only 
by a summer 1954 emergency 
fund campaign.

the Salk vaccine. 


Then on April 12, last, come 
the long awaited report on the 
tests: the Salk vaccine was safe, 
potent and effective. 


Better vaccines are ahead. Dr. 
Salk himself is continuing to 
.improve his. As to the polio 
foundation’s own future, polio is 
not yet licked. It will cripple 
many more children before 
everyone is vaccinated, and be- 
fore the best possible vaccine is 
developed. 


Care of patients already crip- 
pled must go on for years. In 
1954 the foundation gave fi- 
nancial aid to 74,000 patients. 
50,000 were carry-overs from 
previous years. At the end of 
1954, there were a record 70,- 
000 cases left on the rolls. 

The big push now is to get 
patients out of respirators*fast, 
before -they become lifelong 
prisoners. Thirteen regional res- 
pirator centers have been estab- 
lished in the past five years. 
Running them alone costs $1,- 
000,000 a year. 

“The heart of a democracy,” 
said de Tocqueville, “may be 
measured by the quality of 
functions performed by private 
citizens.” 

The drives for funds to pro- 
long life and happiness will 
often be attacked as “multipliers 
of fear.” We might thank them 
instead for arousing our con- 
sciences.

I would like to see complete 
disarmament throughout the 
world, but I realize it must come 
by stages. Before we can wipe 
out the weapons that give the 
free world some semblance of

under arms and the amount of 
production of arms allowed for 
such purposes as domestic po- 
licing:
